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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


The  Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem  comes  to  the  end 
of  its  twelfth  year  and  the  reports  show  that  it  has  been  a 
year  of  constructive  activity  in  many  fields.  Let  us  hope 
we  have  found  a  harmony  of  purpose  that  will  enable  us  to 
stimulate  interest  among"  our  members  in  the  social,  edu- 
cational, cultural  and  civic  affairs  of  our  city. 

The  detail  of  our  various  activities  is  covered  in  full 
by  the  committee  reports  to  follow.  As  I  do  not  want  to 
bore  you  by  too  much  repetition  I  will  pass  quickly  over  a 
few  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year. 

This  year's  work  started  April  first,  1934,  with  Mrs. 
Linville  K.  Martin  succeeding  herself  as  President.  She 
had  a  most  successful  six  months'  term  of  office  and  had 
to  resign  October  first  on  account  of  her  health. 

During  the  time  of  her  administration  we  changed  the 
admissions  plan  and  now  have  a  secret  membership  com- 
mittee consisting  of  five  members.  We  were  fortunate 
enough  to  have  Bobby  Jones  play  an  exhibition  golf  match 
for  the  benefit  of  our  Junior  League  Hospital  for  Incurables. 
We  sent  two  delegates  to  the  National  Conference  in  Toronto. 
Our  Gift  Shop,  Thrift  Shop  and  Beauty  Parlor  continued  to 
make  money  and  the  Hospital  was  operated  in  the  usual 
efficient  way. 

I  succeeded  Mrs.  Martin  in  October.  During  my  term 
of  office  we  sent  a  delegate  to  the  Welfare  Conference, 
were  honored  by  the  visits  of  three  distinguished  guests — 
Miss  Helenka  Adamowska,  Mrs.  Billy  Shaw  Howell,  and 
Miss  Margaret  Woodson.  We  had  the  annual  Junior  League 
Banquet  and  our  regular  enterprises  progressed  as  usual. 

The  Thrift  Shop  continues  to  struggle  under  the  burden 
of  insufficient  rummage  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  its  in- 
creasing number  of  customers.  However,  it  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  its  remarkable  success  and  we  are  wishing 
for  it  this  next  year  more  and  better  rummage. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank — in  behalf  of  Mrs.  Martin 
and  myself — the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Chairmen  under 
whose  able  direction  the  work  of  the  league  has  progressed 
so  steadily  and  well,  and  each  and  every  member  of  our 
League  without  whose  effort  and  enthusiasm  nothing  could 
have  been  accomplished. 

I  wish  you  and  the  incoming  President  a  most  success- 
ful, happy  year.

The  twelve  Provisionals  completed  their  course  with 
good  records. 


The  method  of  electing  new  members  was  changed,  with 
Molly  Hanes  as  chairman  of  the  revision  committee.  The 
following  plan  was  adopted: 

At  the  October  meeting  a  list  of  twenty  names  is  pre- 
sented by  the  Nominating  Committee  to  the  League.  The 
five  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  forms  a  secret 
Membership  Committee.  The  Second  Vice-President  counts 
the  ballots  and  serves  as  chairman  of  this  committee.  Three 
affirmative  votes  are  necessary  for  a  girl  to  pass,  the  Chair- 
man having  no  vote.  The  candidates  thus  passed  are  pre- 
sented to  the  League  at  large  and  those  up  to  twelve  re- 
ceiving a  two-thirds  majority  are  elected.

Winston- Salem  Placement  and  Welfare. 

During  September  of  1934,  the  Placement  Chairman 
visited  different  welfare  stations,  and  talked  over  the  matter 
of  volunteer  service  by  Junior  League  members.  In  most 
cases  the  institutions  were  anxious  to  have  our  members 
working  with  them. 

In  January  Miss  Margaret  Woodson  interviewed  several 
agencies  and  paved  the  way  for  further  openings  in  the 
community. 

This  is  the  first  year  we  have  had  a  real  training  course 
in  case  work  given  by  a  trained  case  worker.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  year's  efforts  have  laid  a  foundation  for  a  volunteer 
service  which  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  community  and 
a  source  of  interest  and  pleasure  to  the  members.

Report  of  the  Arts  and  Interests  Committee 
April  2nd,  1935. 

The  city  wide  campaign  held  in  April  for  Civic  Music 
membership  was  our  first  work.  The  drive  was  the  most 
successful  ever  held,  there  being  an  increase  of  250  mem- 
bers over  the  previous  year.  The  city  now  has  1,006  mem- 
bers. 

The  museum  cataloging  is  about  completed.  Much  in- 
terest was  shown  in  the  fall  during  the  life  membership 
drive. 

Dugald  Stewart  Walker,  artist  and  lecturer,  was  here 
in  November.  His  exhibit  was  outstanding  both  in  beauty 
and  interest.  He  generously  gave  of  his  time  to  two  of  the 
city  schools  and  was  greeted  by  hundreds  of  enthusiastic 
children.  His  lectures  on  "The  Spool  Family"  for  grown 
ups,  and  "Books  in  the  Making"  for  the  school  age,  were 
well  attended. 

The  Garden  Club  voted  to  discontinue  for  a  while,  but 
to  co-operate  with  the  city  clubs  in  their  civic  projects.

Report  of  the  Winston-Salem  Junior  League 
Play  Group,  1934-1935. 

The  Play  Group  has  had  a  most  enthusiastic  and  suc- 
cessful year,  one  of  the  best  in  its  history.  On  April  9th, 
we  sponsored  the  Charlotte  League's  production  of  "Ali 
Baba  and  The  Forty  Thieves",  at  the  Reynolds  Auditorium. 
Although  the  theatre  was  not  full,  there  was  quite  a  good 
audience  and  we  realized  $150.00  from  the  sale  of  tickets 
which  sold  for  only  fifteen  and  twenty-five  cents.  Since  our 
expenses  were  $86.00,  we  cleared  $64.00  from  the  produc- 
tion. However,  $35.00  of  the  latter  was  spent  on  a  party 
for  the  Charlotte  cast. 

During  the  summer,  Elizabeth  Magie,  our  scenery  chair- 
man, built  a  miniature  stage  to  scale  which  we  use  for

trying  out  our  scenery  and  lights  and  for  advertising  pur- 
poses. 

On  December  8th,  we  gave  our  big  fall  production,  "Tim 
Dog".  This  was  the  first  time  this  play  had  ever  been  pro- 
duced and  while  it  was  quite  difficult,  we  found  it  made  a 
big  hit  and  was  as  popular  as  any  play  we  have  ever  given. 
We  played  to  an  audience  of  1700  or  more  children  and 
grown-ups;  at  least  500  of  whom  were  charity  children. 
From  the  sale  of  tickets,  we  took  in  $336.00,  and  since  our 
expenses  were  $237.49,  we  cleared  $99.00.  For  the  first  time 
we  paid  for  our  music,  employing  five  pieces  of  the  North 
Carolina  Symphony  Orchestra. 

On  March  4-9,  Miss  Helenka  Adamowska,  the  National 
Theatre  director,  came  to  Winston-Salem  to  hold  a  Dramatic 
Institute.  The  purpose  of  this  institute  was  two  fold:  to 
improve  and  develop  the  league's  dramatic  productions  and 
also  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the  community  in  our  theatre 
movement  and  to  help  us  fit  ourselves  into  the  community 
pattern.  Both  of  these  motives  were  most  successfully  ac- 
complished for  our  Play  Group  dericed  great  benefit  from 
Miss  Adamowska's  direction  and  also,  we  were  particularly 
thrilled  at  the  interest  shown  by  the  principals  of  the  schools, 
the  parent-teacher  groups,  and  the  civic  clubs. 

Many  of  our  Play  Group  helped  with  the  Dramatic 
Contest  which  was  sponsored  by  the  city  recreational  de- 
partment. Two  or  three  of  our  girls  directed  and  coached; 
several  others  gave  advice  on  scenery  and  costumes;  and 
one  of  our  group  acted  as  the  general  chairman. 

To  complete  the  year  1934-35,  plans  have  been  made 
for  giving  in  May  a  very  simple  play  with  little  scenery. 
This  play  is  to  be  taken  to  the  schools  in  various  sections 
of  the  city  and  at  each  place  is  to  be  sponsored  by  a 
Parent-Teacher  group  or  by  some  school  club.  Thus,  we 
think  we  shall  have  had  a  well  balanced  theatre  program 
during  the  year,  having  given  one  big  community  play  in 
the  fall  and  in  the  spring  taking  a  simple  play  into  the 
schools  in  order  to  reach  more  underprivileged  children.

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CONSTITUTION 


of  the 

JUNIOR  LEAGUE  OF  WINSTON-SALEM,  N.  C. 

Article  I — Name 
The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  the  Junior  League 
of  Winston-Salem,  affiliated  with  the  Association  of  Junior 
Leagues  of  America,  Inc. 

Article  II — Object 

"To  foster  interest  among  its  members  in  the  social,  eco- 
nomic, educational,  civic  and  cultural  conditions  of  the  com- 
munity, and  to  make  efficient  its  volunteer  service." 

Article  III — Membership 
Section  1.    There  shall  be  seven  classes  of  members:  Pro- 
visional, Active,  Inactive,  Professional,  Non-Resident,  Asso- 
ciate and  Sustaining. 

A.  Provisional  Members  are  those  not  eligible  to  active 
membership  until  they  have  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  League  through  its  twelve  months  training  course  and 
its  volunteer  system  of  service.  At  the  end  of  this  period, 
if  found  by  the  Executive  Board  satisfactorily  to  have  met 
the  above  requirements,  they  are  declared  active  members. 
Provisional  members  shall  have  no  voting  power. 

B.  Active  Members  are  those  who,  having  finished  their 
provisional  course,  are  required  to  attend  all  monthly  meet- 
ings, except  when  excused,  and  to  take  part  in  the  regular 
activities  of  the  League. 

C.  Inactive  Members  are  those  who  have  been  excused 
from  League  duties  by  the  Executive  Board  for  a  definite 
length  of  time,  however  still  retaining  their  place  on  the  list 
of  active  members.  They  are  required  to  pay  double  dues 
for  the  period  of  inactivity. 

D.  Professional  Members  are  those  who  are  not  able  to 
attend  monthly  meetings  regularly,  or  to  take  part  in  the 
full  activities  of  the  League  because  of  a  profession.  They 
may  vote,  and  are  required  to  pay  the  same  dues  as  active 
members,  and  serve  when  possible  in  any  capacity. 

1.  Semi-professional  members  are  those  who  not  being 
able  to  take  part  in  the  full  activities  of  the  League,  are  re- 
quired only  part  time  work. 

2.  Semi-professional  provisional  members  are  those 
provisional  members  who,  not  being  able  to  take  part  in  all 
the  activities  of  the  League  are  required  only  part  time 
work.  They  must,  however,  comply  with  all  the  rules  of 
the  provisional  training  course. 
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E.  Non-Resident  Members  are  those  members  who 
leave  Winston-Salem  for  an  indefinite  length  of  time.  They 
may  be  granted  non-resident  membership,  provided  they 
are  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  their  written  application 
to  the  Executive  Board.  A  non-resident  member  shall  pay 
all  back  dues  before  being  transferred  to  another  or  rein- 
stated in  this  League.  Their  place  is  relinquished  on  the 
active  roll. 

F.  Associate  Members  are  those  active  members  who 
having  completed  eight  years  of  active  service  and  not  de- 
siring to  take  part  in  the  full  activities  of  the  League  are 
required  only  part  time  work. 

1.  Associate  members  are  required  to  do  half  as  much 
work  as  active  members. 

2.  Associate  members  must  pay  regular  dues. 

3.  Associate  members  may  hold  office  and  have  full 
voting  power  at  all  times. 

G.  Sustaining  Members  are  those  active  members  who, 
having  reached  the  age  of  forty,  automatically  become 
sustaining  members. 

1.  Sustaining  members  may  attend  meetings,  but  do 
not  have  voting  power. 

2.  Sustaining  members  are  required  to  pay  regular 
dues. 

Section  2.    Any  woman  residing  in  Winston-Salem  for  a 
period  of  one  year,  who  has  completed  her  schooling,  and 
has  not  passed  the  age  of  forty,  provided  she  is  personally 
acceptable,  shall  be  eligible  for  membership. 
Section  3.    Method  of  Election  to  Membership. 

A.  There  shall  be  one  meeting  a  year  designated  for 
the  election  of  new  members.  This  shall  be  the  regular 
December  meeting,  unless  changed  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  those  present. 

Article  IV — Officers  and  Executive  Board 

Section  1.  The  elected  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  a 
President,  First  Vice-President,  Second  Vice-President,  Re- 
cording Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer. 

Section  2.    The  Executive  Board  shall  consist  of: 
The  seven  elected  officers. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Board. 
The  Editor  of  the  Magazine. 
The  Editor  of  the  Newssheet. 

The  Chairmen  of  the  Arts  and  Interest,  Beauty  Parlor 

and  Shop  Committees. 
Other  Committee  Chairmen  at  the  discretion  of  the 

Board.

Article  V — Transfers 

Only  members  in  good  standing  shall  be  fransferred 
from  one  League  to  another.  The  Secretary  of  the  League 
from  which  a  member  transfers  shall  send  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  League  to  which  she  is  being  transferred,  a  National 
transfer  card  which  is  a  recommendation  from  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  The  Board  of  the  League  to  which  she  comes 
shall  pass  on  the  name. 

Transfers  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Winston-Salem 
League  as  Guest  Members  for  one  year.  During  this  year 
the  Guest  Member  may  pay  dues  to  the  Winston-Salem 
League  or  to  the  League  from  which  she  has  transferred. 
At  the  end  of  a  year  the  Guest  Member  shall  be  passed  upon 
by  the  Board  of  the  Winston-Salem  League. 

This  does  not  apply  to  former  members  of  the  Winston- 
Salem  League. 

Article  VI — Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended,  added  to,  or  repealed 
at  any  regular  or  annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
those  present,  provided  the  proposed  plan  shall  have  been 
presented  in  writing  and  signed  by  five  active  members  at 
least  one  meeting  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

BY-LAWS 
Article  I — Meetings 

Section  1.  A  meeting  of  the  Junior  League  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  exclusive  of  July,  August, 
and  September.  No  notice  shall  be  given  except  through  the 
newspaper. 

Section  2.   The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  prior  to  the 
regular  business  meeting  of  the  League. 
Section  3.  Absences. 

A.  Members  are  excused  from  attendance  at  meetings 
only  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city. 

B.  In  the  case  of  unexcused  absences  from  meetings, 
the  delinquent  members  shall  be  fined  fifty  cents. 

C.  Each  member  who  is  absent  shall  report  to  the 
Assistant  Treasurer  at  any  time  before  the  conclusion  of 
the  next  meeting  she  attends,  the  reason  for  her  absence. 

D.  In  case  of  unexcused  absences  from  three  consecu- 
tive meetings,  delinquent  members  shall  be  summoned  be- 
fore the  Executive  Board.  If  no  satisfactory  explanation  is 
given,  such  names  shall  be  automatically  dropped  from  the 
roll. 
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Article  II — Election 

Section  1.  Members. 
J      A.    Secret   Membership  Committee.    At   the  October 

Junior  League  meeting,  the  nominating  committee  shall 
submit  a  list  of  20  names,  choosing  representative  girls  from 
each  group  in  the  League,  and  the  five  names  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  will  form  the  membership  com- 
mittee. 

These  names  are  handed  into  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  she  shall  be  responsible  for  counting  the  ballots. 
The  membership  committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the 
Second  Vice  President,  and  shall  re-count  the  ballots  of  the 
October  election. 

No  girl  can  serve  on  the  membership  committee  for 
more  than  two  years  in  succession.  In  case  a  girl  has  been 
on  two  years,  the  Second  Vice  President  shall  take  tne  next 
highest.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the  four  members  and  the  Second 
Vice  President  shall  decide  on  the  fifth  member.  No/girl 
on  the  membership  committee  can  propose  a  girl  for  League 
membership.  Names  of  candidates  for  Junior  League  mem- 
bership must  be  sent  to  Second.  Vice  President  within  two 
weeks  after  the  October  meeting^ 

Three  affirmative  votes  of  the  membership  committee 
are  necessary  for  a  girl  to  pass.  The  Second  Vice  President 
does  not  vote  on  the  candidates.  ' 

The  membership  committee  meets  as  often  as  is  neces- 
sary to  investigate  and  decide  upon  the  list  of  candidates, 
and  this  list  is  presented  at  the  December  meeting  when  it 
will  be  voted  upon  by  the  League.  The  history  of  the  can- 
didates will  be  read. 

Votes  will  be  placed  in  the  ballot  boxes  at  the  meetingV 
/  If  there  are  12  names,  there  will  be  only  one  ballot,  and  if )  * 
Vmore  than  12,  there  will  be  two  ballots  if  necessary.  ^ 

B.  A  candidate  fon^membership  must  be  proposed  by 
the  filling  in  of  a  regulaKquestionnaire  blank.  This  must 
be  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee,  who 
is  the  second  Vice  Presidents  Only  members  with  voting 
power  may  submit  names.  This\questionnaire  must  be  signed 
by  two  other  voting  members.  Only  one  name  may  be  pro- 
posed and  one  other  name  seconded  by  a  member  at  each 
election. 

C.  The  number  of  members  to  be  taken  in  each  year{ 
shall  not  exceed  twelve. 

D.  After  having  been^^pproved  by  the  Membership 
Committee  the  nameV)f  the  proposed  candidate  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  LeagueV  for  consioeration  at  the  regular  De- 
cember meeting.  A  candidate  must  receive  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  cast,  to  be  declared  elected. 
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E.  A  Constitution  of  the  League  shall  be  sent  with 
each  letter  of  invitation  to  join  the  organization. 

F.  The  number  of  professionals  taken  in  each  year 
shall  be  limited  to  two. 

Section  2.  Officers. 

A.  The  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  at  the  regu- 
lar meeting  in  March. 

B.  There  shall  be  a  nominating  committee  composed  of 
five  members — two  appointed  by  the  President,  from  the 
Executive  Board,  and  three  elected  from  the  League  at 
large,  this  committee  to  be  elected  at  the  MsWSlf*  meeting. 
Additional  nominations  may  be  sent  in  writing  to  the 
nominating  committee  at  any  time  before  the  March  meet- 
ing of  the  League,  if  signed  by  five  members  of  the  League. 
These  shall  be  presented  by  the  nominating  committee  with 
the  others.  The  League  shall  vote  on  each  name  separately 
by  secret  ballot  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  elects  an 
officer.  If  there  are  no  nominations  sent  in  to  the  nomi- 
nating committee,  the  League  shall  vote  on  the  ticket  as  a 
whole. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  given  the  power, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  to  fill  any  vacancies 
which  might  occur. 

C.  The  nominating  committee  shall  serve  for  one  year, 
and  shall  nominate  all  delegates  to  conferences.  Additional 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  if  desired. 
Section  3.    Absent  Members  Voting. 

Absent  members  may  vote  by  sending  the  names  of 
their  candidates,  in  writing,  to  the  President  who  shall  cast 
the  vote.  The  sender's  name  must  be  signed  to  the  ticket. 
This  applies  to  all  elections. 

Article  III — Duties  of  Officers 

A.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  stand- 
ing committees.  She  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  League  at  her  discretion.  The  President-elect 
shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  and 
shall  read  to  the  League  at  the  April  meeting  these  names 
and  the  members  of  the  committees. 

B.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  assume  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  her  absence  and  shall  supervise  the  training 
of  the  Provisional  members. 

C.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  assume  the  duties 
of  the  President  or  Vice-President  in  their  absence.  The  re- 
tiring President  becomes  Second  Vice-President  at  the  elec- 
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tion  of  officers.  She  automatically  becomes  chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee. 

D.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of 
all  regular  meetings  and  special  meetings  of  the  League. 

E.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  League,  and  shall  preserve  all  important 
papers  and  documents. 

F.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the 
League,  shall  keep  complete  records  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures, shall  take  all  necessary  steps  for  the  collection 
of  dues  and  other  money,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report. 

G.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  assume  the  duties  of 
the  Treasurer  in  her  absence  and  assist  her  when  necessary. 

H.  The  Editor  of  the  Magazine  shall  attend  to  all 
correspondence  relative  to  the  Magazine.  She  is  responsi- 
ble for  sending  in  all  subscriptions  to  the  Junior  League 
Magazine. 

I.  The  Chairman  of  the  Departments  shall  make  month- 
ly and  annual  reports  of  their  work. 

Article  IV — Term  of  Office  of  Chairmen 

No  chairman  shall  hold  office  more  than  two  years  in 
succession  and  at  least  two  members  of  each  committee  shall 
be  appointed  each  year  who  have  not  served  the  previous 
year. 

Article  V — Dues 

Section  1.  Dues  for  Provisional,  Active,  Professional,  Non- 
Resident,  Associate  and  Sustaining  members  shall  be  $8.00 
a  year  payable  semi-annually.  For  Inactive  members  dues 
shall  be  $16.00  a  year. 

A.  This  includes  the  subscription  price  of  the  maga- 
zine. 

B.  Any  member  who  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  run- 
ning from  April  1-March  31,  who  has  not  paid  her  dues  is 
given  three  months  in  which  to  pay  them.  If  not  paid  by 
then,  the  dues  are  automatically  doubled.  The  only  accepta- 
ble excuse  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  financial  disability. 
Section  2.  Provisional  members  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee 
of  $10.00  when  they  are  elected  to  full  membership  in  the 
League. 

Article  VI — Provisional  Training  Course 

A.  Punctual  attendance  upon  all  lectures  planned  for 
provisional  members  is  compulsory* 
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1.  A  written  notice  of  the  dates  and  hour  for  all 
lectures  must  accompany  each  letter  of  invitation  to 
provisional  members.  No  further  notice  need  be 
given  unless  there  be  a  change  of  date  or  hour  for 
any  lecture. 

2.  All  explanations  for  absence  from  any  lecture  must 
be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board.  The 
Board  shall  at  all  times  have  the  authority  to  de- 
cide upon  each  case,  based  upon  its  individual  merits. 

3.  Excused  absence  from  lectures. 

(a)  The  actual  time  of  the  lecture  not  attended 
must  be  made  up. 

(b)  Notes  of  lectures  not  attended  must  be  secured 
for  study. 

4.  Unexcused  absence. 

(a)  The  entire  lecture  course  and  examination  must 
be  taken  over  the  following  year. 

B.  An  examination  must  be  passed  by  each  provisional 
member  at  the  conclusion  of  the  lecture  course. 

C.  Provisional  members  must  be  willing  to  render  any 
service  requested  by  any  department  of  the  League,  pro- 
vided such  a  request  has  been  passed  upon  by  the  Executive 
Board. 

Article  VII 

The  Junior  League  shall  pay  the  full  expense  for  one 
delegate  or  half  expenses  for  two  delegates  to  the  National 
and  Regional  Conferences. 

Article  VIII 

The  date,  hour  or  place  of  the  regular  monthly  meeting 
shall  not  be  changed  without  48  hours  notice  in  the  news- 
paper, or  a  personal  telephone  call,  to  every  member. 

Article  IX — Rules  of  Order 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  authority  followed 
in  all  parliamentary  proceedings  of  the  League. 

Article  X — Amendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  added  to  or  repealed 
at  any  regular  meeting  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present.
